tional, United States, Wells Fargo 
aud Western companies. 
There is nothing in the circular of 
information to agents to indicate the J 
cause of the revised schedules, but j 
it is believed that the parcel post 
has brought about

rates, as the reduction®

marked on small shipments. 
An example of the old rates com­ 
pared to the new rates is a reduc­ 
tion from 65 to 32 cents on the ship­ 
ment of a five pound package of 
merchandise front New York to St. 
Louis. 
It is believed that the new' rates 
will present an opportunity to

crease such business as handling bag­ 
gage and traveling m en ’s samples. 
One of the obstacles to baggage tra f­
